men—all heated by steam and well yen- 
tilated,

ashort Home Dairy Course, This is in- 
tended especially for farmera and their 
sons and daughters who inay wish to learn 
something about the latest utensils and ap- 
pliances used jn private dniries; the best 
methods of setting milk and handling 
cream; the important pointa fn churning;

Advices sent by the Oceanic on the 15th 
ult, reported important action having been 
taken by the provisional government in 
the matter of preparing for a constitu- 
tional convention to organize a representa- 
tive government, This was forwarded on 
the 17th, after an evening meeting of the 
annexation club, by action on the part of 
the leading members of the club as citizens 
in organizing formally as a political party 
in support of the government, Resolu- 
tions were passed dividing the division of 
annexationists into leagues or clubs and 
advising the wholo body as loyal annexa- 
tionists ta form one broad party, A pre- 
liminary committee of thirteen was an- 
pointed to take charge of the formation of 
the new party, 

A platform of principles has been sub- 
stantially agreed upon. Among them are 
the following: To support the provisional 
government, to resist the restoration of 
the monarchy, to establish a practicable 
form of representative government and the 
Revers to be united as soon as possi- 

le with that of the United States.

It is interesting to note the religious divi- 
sion of the Indians, For some of the very 
distant districts the details are not given, 
but the majority are divided as Protestant, 
25,366; Catholic, 31,449; Pagan, 25,720; 
total, 82,535; roligivas not given, 17,182; 

In his report the 
Deputy Superintendent-Goneral says that 
alihoweh the winter of 1892-03 was un- 
neually severe, the Indians generally were 
pretty comfortable. The Ontario Indians 
continue to show themselves the most ad- 
vanced and the readiest to take up the 
ways and work of white men.

The statement had been made by 
the Treasorer that the ordinary revenue 
Was greater than the ordinary expenditure, 
This he denied. Dealing at length with 
the subject, he claimed to haye proven the 
statement to be untrue, The receipts of 
the province were made up from the an- 
nual subsidy from the Dominion Govern. 
ment, interest on inyestinent, licenses, 
law stamps, taxes, Educational Depart. 
iment receipts, casoul reveiue and receipts 
from public institutions, These were the 
ordinary receipts which would be pernman- 
ent, Against the amonnt received in this 
way should be placed the ordinary expen- 
diture or expenditures which must be made 
every year, In 1891 the expenditure of 
this obaracter exceeded tle receipts by 
$521,531, In 1892 they exceeded the re- 
ceipts by $550,678 and last year by $094, - 
442 and during the past five years the Gov 
ernment had expended $2,359,794 more tor 
ordinary expenditures than they had re- 
ceived a8 ordinary receipts, and yet the 
Treasurer claimed not male that he had a 
surplus, but that the very opposite was the 
case, Besides this the Government daring 
the pust'five years had spent over $8,000, 
000, which had been received by the sale 
of timber and other sources which were 
not ordinary or yearly sources of revenue, 
At every election the surplus jumped 
up. As socn as the elections were over 
tlie surplos went down, In 1884 the sur- 
plus amounted to but $4,000,000, Now 
they had ‘it puffed up again to nearly 
$7,000,000. They should not play with 
loaded dice, however, in preparing this 
statement. The accounts should not be 
juggled, Tho Treasurer shonld make a 
plain statement which the people wonld be 
able to understand and not clond his state- 
ment in such & manner as not to be under- 
staudable, He had no doubt but that if 
this statement was properly made the peo- 
ple would quickly place thé leader of the 
Opposition in charge of the affaira of the 
province, 
Mr, Bulfour followed. He said the nem- 
ber for Kent (Mr. Clancy) had said that 
direct taxation was in sight. This was 
simply au election dodge and the people 
could see through it. No opie would be 
frightoned at the olaim that there was n 
decrease in the surplus, The pnblic ac- 
counts showed that there was over $450,- 
000 more in the banks this year than lastat 
the credit of the Government, There was 
over $1,500,000 altogether in the banks in 
cash at the credit of the Government.

Toronto, March 10.—Thore was a buay 
day in the House yesterday and some im 
portent business was transncted, Several 
bills passed the second reading stage. ‘The 
debate on Government House, which is 
Was expected would be resuined yesterday, 
was further postponed, and will be again 
tuken up in the early part of next week 

About Vacant OMoes. 

Mr. Preston asked: When did the office 
of Clerk of the Peace and County Crown 
Attorney for the united counties of Leeds 
and Grenville last become vacant? Has 
the vacanoy yet been filled, and if not, who 
{a discharging the duties of the office ? 

Sir Oliver Mowat in reply said that the 
office became vacant February 1 last, The 
Vacancy had not yet beon filled; the duties 
were being discharged by Mr, A. M. Brown. 

Mr. Tooley asked: When did the office 
of registrar of deeds for the north and east 
ridiuga of Middlesex last become vacant t 
Has the vacancy yet bewn filled, and if not, 
who in discharging the dutins of the office ? 

Sir Oliver Mowat, answering, said that 
the office became nt August 15 last 
; and was not yet filled. The deputy regis 

trar, a most competent man, was perform- 

' ing the duties and drawing all the fees, 

{ Mr. Ryerson asked ; What was the 
amount of income dorived by the late W. 
W, Baldwin from the office he held for the 
salo of law stamps in each of the years 
1890, 1891, 1892 and 1893, Has the office 
been filled yet, and if no appointment has 
been made, who is discharging the duties 
of the office? Is it intended to continue 
the office ? : 

Hon. Mr, Harcourt answered. The in- 
come derived by Mr. Baldwin during the 
years named had been in the way of com- 
missions, It was $3,000 in 1800; $2,575 
in 1891; $3,000 in 1892 and $3,925 in 
1893, ‘Tho office was not yot filled, The 
son of the late Mr. Baldwin, Mr, R. W. Y. 
Baldwin, was at present performing the 
duties. It was the intention to continue 
the office, 

Mr. Monk asked ; When did the office 
of County Crown Attorney and Clerk of 
the Pence for the county of Carleton last 
become vacant. Has the vacancy been 
filled, and if not, who is now discharging 
the duties of the office ? 

Sir Oliver Mowat said that the office be- 
camo vacant October 10 last, It had not 
yot been filled. The duties were being 
discharged by Mr. W. A. D. Lee, son of 
the late County Attorney. 

East Northumberland Registry OMce. 

Mr. Willoughby moved for an order of 
the House for a return giving an itemized 
statement of all expenditure and disburse- 
ments in connection with East Northum- 
berland Registry Office for the years 1891, 
1892 and 1893, showing the number of em- 
ployes, the uame of each employe and the 
period in each year during which he or 
she was employed. 

He said that he had good reason to think 
that the Registrar had stuffed his accounts, 
inflating the expenses in order to keep his 
fees beiow $1,000. This would give him 
the right to engage in another business, 

Municipal Expenditures, 

Mr, Balfour moved for an order of the 
House for a return showing the total muni- 
ojpal expenditure of each county, city,town 
and village in the province for the years 
1883 and/1893, respectively. 

The motion passed. 

To Amend the #harmacy Act, 

Mr. Balfour moved the second reading 
of his bill to amend the Pharmacy Act. It 
was discovered last year that according to 
the law if druggists so desired they might 
prosecute storekeepers and others who sold 
patent medicines or proprietary medicines. 
This wonld include pain killer or any 
medicine -containing the smallest portion 
of poison. A bill was passed Inst session 
giving geveral deslers who had been in 
the habit of selling such medicines the 
right to continue the sale until July, 1894. 
Mr, Balfour's bill provides for the inde 
finite extension of this privilege. 

Mr. Meredith said that while the law 
used to be as stated, yet a recent decision 
provided that anyone could sell these medi 

; cines if they did not contain a very con- 
siderable amount of poison, sufficient to 
injure if improperly administered, He 
thought that the matter was of so much 
importance, however, that the Government 
should give it attention, 

Hon. Mr, Roas said that the matter had 
Deon fully considered by a private commit- 
tee of the Honse last seasion. The drng- 
gists urged that thé sale of patent and pro- 
prietary medicines should confined to 
themselves. They had not been able to 
show, however, that many deaths had re- 
sulted because merchants were allowed to 
sell. The present bill, he thonght, should 
be referred to a committee for considera 
tion. He thought it would be o hardship 
to confine the sale of these medicines to 
druggists, 

Mr. Preston thonght that the proposed 
amendment was a move in the right direo- 
tion He was in full accord with Mr, Bul- 
four’s idea. 

Hon, Mr, Hardy said that if the second 
decision referred to by the member for 
London (Mr, Meredith) was as broad as he 
supposed there would be no need to pass 
the present bill, since the decision provid- 
ed all that was asked, Tho bill might go 
on to committee, however, and any doubt 
reyarding the law could then be dispelled, 

The bill passed the second reading and 
was referred to a special committee, 

Obstructions on the Highways. 

Mr, Waters moved the second reading of 
his bill to give the county councils more 
power in the matter of removing obstruc 
tions on the public highway, 

The bill passed the second reading. 

Too Many County Councillors. 

Mr. Barr (Dufferin) moved the second 
reading of his bill to reduce the number of 
county councillors. He thought that there 
were too many membera at present in the 
county couneils, which made the council 
very exponsive, As amatier of fact all the 
work was performed by three or four mem 
bers, the others practically doing nothin 
Lhe people were tired of paying large bills 
for little service.

in hishome at Danbury, Tho Jate Mr. 
James Montgomery Bailey, for such was 
the ‘Danbury News Ma) correct name, 
was born in Albany, N.Y.

Returning to Danbury after the close of 
the war, he purchased the Danbury Times, 
which he conducted until he brought the 
Danbury Jeffersonian in 1870. The two

Mr. Bailey's first book, “Life in Dan- 
bury,” being a collection of articles from 
his newspaper, was published in 1878, 
The same year he published "The Danbury 
News Man's Almanac.” He had written # 
number of other books, which were im- 
! mensely popular, notably 'Vhey All Do 
| It,” “Mr, Phillips Goneness” atid ‘The 
' Danbury Boom.” ‘The sale of “Life in 
} Danbury” reached 50,000 copies, : 
| In 1874 his health became impaired and 
‘ander the advice of hie physicians he 
| yisited Europe, and while abroad he wrote 
. weekly letters to his paper. These letters 
| were almost, if not quite, as popular as 
| his local sketches had been, and wero 
‘ widely copied. Afterwards they were 
| published in baok form under the title 

“England from « Back Window.” A leo- 
' ture with that title was delivered by Mr, 
Bailey in many of tho principal cities and 
towns, ° 

Mr, Bailey's chief characteristics were 
his universal benevolence and humor, 
which was as sparkling and offervescont 
fn conversation as it was in his writings. 
He was geniality, generosity and hospital- 
ity personified, Early in life he formed 
wn aversion to neckties and never wore ono 
on any occnslon,

inauest, shall be sufficient, tntess the ne- 
cessity for an inquest is made to appear 


under section 2 of this Act, He said that 
the bill would do away with am extrava- 
gance, as under the present law inquosts 
in prison are nothing less-than a form. 
When the return which he had asked for 
was brought down it would be seen that 
the verdict in nearly every one of these in- 
quests was ‘natural causes.” It was said 
that away back in the dark ages the coun- 
try, in order to get rid of prisoners, poi- 
woned them. But that time had long 
since passed away. He had confined the 
bill to jails, as probably that went far 
enongh at the present time. 
Mr. Gibsons Reply. 


Hon. Mr, Gibson said he did not think 
there was necessity for interference with 
the present state of things. He thought it 


was a safeguard for the public that en- 


quiries should be made regarding deaths 
which occurred in public institutions. 
There was, perhaps, more reason for en- 
quiry being made in the case of friendless 
outcasts in these institutions, than in the 
case of people who had a stronger influ- 
ence in the community. The necessity for 
them bad arisen from what was concelved 
to be in the public interest. 

Mr. Meredith concurred with the Hon. 
Mr, Gibson, He (Mr, Meredith) said it 
would be a most dangerous condition of 
affairs if these deathe could take place 
without somebody having the power to 


make enquiry to make sure that there was 
nothing wrong. ‘There were few cases 
which justified an enquiry, it was true, 
but the very fact of the power existing for 
making such an enquiry acted as a pre- 
ventive of cruelty and other evils, It 
would be a very unfair thing if. because 4 
man was unfortunate and a vagrant, that 
he should not be subject to such protection. 

Dr. Barr presumed that neither the 
loader of the Opposition nor the Govern- 
ment were far enough advanced to know 
what was the feeling of the country. 
(Laughter.) A safeguard was provided in 
making the certificate necessary, and after 
that, if he believed there was anything 
wromg, the coroner would hold an inquest, 
But perhaps next session there would be a 
mors economical Government, or 4 more 
economical leader of the opposition in 
power. (Oh! Ob!") 

The House adjourned at 4.20.

In the Honse of Lords, the Earl of Rose- 
bery, speaking to a motion to approve the 
addross in reply to the speech from the 
Throne, asked the fallest indulgence of the 
Peers as ho had been forced into the posi- 
tion he occupied by a sudden call to re- 
placea man of the noblest energies who 
was lost not alone to the Liberal party but 
tothe nation, 

Lord Salisbury regretted the retirement 
of Mr, Gladstone, which, he said, was a 
loss that would have great influence on the 
destinies of the nation. The succession of 
Lord Rosebery was perfectly acceptable, 
seeing that his Lordship had given many 
proofs of his great abilities But he 
thought it wonld have been better if the 
Government instead of adhering simply to 
the Newoastle programme had introduced 
fresh subjects into its programme with re- 
gardto home rule, It was a pity that 
home rule was not pnt to the very front. 
The sooner the question was decided the 
better, If it wore true that England 
would resist separation to the last, sooner 
Treland knew of it the better, The Gov- 
ernment ought not to put home rule into 
the Queen's speech year after year unless 
they meant to carry it. | — 

Lord Rosebery expressed his gratifica- 
tion at the tribute Lord Salisbury had paid 
to Mr. Gladstone, The brief eulogy he 
had pronounced upon him had left nothing 
to be desired. His Lordship's jibes at the 
policy of adhering to the Newcastle pro- 
gramme could be endured, seeing that the 
Liberal programme had endured while the 
Conservative programme was liable to 
fluctuation. Lord Rosebery then proceed. 
ed to defend the Government programme 
at som: gth. 

In the House of Commons the address 
in reply to the Queen's speech was ap- 


proved. 

Sir William Harcourt admitted that the 
retirement of Mr. Gladstone was regarded 
by the Liberal party with foslings of dis- 
tress and dismay, but he said the memory 
of the Grand Old Man would remain the 
greatest tradition of the House. Though 
there had been slight changes in the Minis- 
try there would be no change in the policy 
of the Government or party. Home rule, 
thongh it had been temporarily put aside, 
remained the leading feature of the pro- 
gramme. The financial business was the 
most urgent, and tnis legislation must be 
conoluded by the end of the month, ther: 
fore the Government must ask tho whole 
time of the House until then. 

‘Arthur J. Balfour, leader of the Union- 
ints, spoke for them concerning Mr, Glad- 
stone's retirement; ‘can testify to the 
regret we all feel for the loss of the late 
Prime Minister from the t which he 
filled ao long and so splendidly, Putting 
aside the questions of party politics, every 
member of the House of Commons owes 
to the late Prime Minister a debt of per 
sonal and publio gratitude, inasmuch as 
he maintainod throughout all parliamentary 
changes, the high standard of public life 
and the great traditious with which no 
emall part of the dignity and utility of 
this great assembly is inseparably bound. 

Right Hon. Arthur Wellesley Peel,

The statement of

There was much excitement in the 
lobbies after the announcement of the vote, 
‘Lhe division was moved purposely during 
the dinner hour when one half of the 
members were absent. Mr, Labouchere 
Was congratulated or his victory and was 
chaffingly asked when he would under- 
take the formation of a ministry. Tho 
majority of the miniaterialist’ do not dis- 
approve of Mr, Lubouchere’s victory but 
they are perplexed over the governmont’s | 
defeat.

PEIXOTO IS INEXORABLE- 


Will Accept No Terms From The In- 
Vk surgents. 
Wasainotoy, March 14. — Seoretary 
Gresham received a dong cipher despatch 
from Minister Thompson yesterday, saying 
President Peixoto hati refused the terms of 
surrender proposed by Admiral da Gara 
and that the forts had opened fire on the 
inaurgenta with a determination to force 
them into unconditional surrender. 

The final revised translation of the de- 
spatch was given as follows; < 

“<The forts loyal to the government com 
monced firing on the insurgonta lay at 
noon, Tho insurgents haye not returned 
the fire, The government has refused the 
terms of capitulation offered by Da Gama 
and announces that they will commence 
firing from the city batteries at 3 o'clock 
this afternoon. The city of Rio is practi- 
cally deserted.” 

Secretary Gresham and his advisers were 
literally astounded by the information. 
Although the despatch received from 
Minister Thompson suffered considerably

He identified his purse, boots, 
rah and described the search conducted 
by himself and Mr. Hickey. He knew 
Williams had a reyolyer, but could not 
describe it. : 

Dr. Sutton, the doctor who examined 
the dead bodies of Mr. and Mrs. Williams, 
did not think the boot produced could 
have done the fatal work, The wound in 
the skull of the old man might have been 
made by the knob of the riding whip pro- 
duced, 

Police Constable Cross, who is an e; 
tirely new witness in the case, then took 
the stand. Up to the present time the 
chain of circumstantial evidence being 
wound around MacWherrell has had one 
important gap, namely, the absence of 
testimony showing that MacWherrell was 
in possession of the horse and cutter on 
December 14, the day on which proof has 
been given that he visited the Williams 
house. ‘he prisoner had claimed that he 
had bought the horse and rig from two 
strangers on Friday night. 

The movements of MacWherrell during 
the thirty hours that elapsed between his 
appearance at Mrs. McKay's on the even- 
ing of December 14, a quarter of a mile 
from the Williams house, and his Jeane 
the horse ‘ Coltio” at the Armory hotel 
on the night of December 15 have beena 
blank. 

On the night of December 14 Cross 
swore that he was on duty in Toronto, He 
was riding east on a College street car, 
The car overtook a horse and cutter going 
east in which were two men. They were 
in his sight for about four minutes and 
the electric light was good. Whon thi 
mon saw witness on the platform in uni-

Mr. Wollman has carefally studied the 
great problem before him and expects to 
profit by the knowledge gained by previous 
explorers who have traversed the pack and 
to avold their mistakes, His early start is 
for the purpose of getting far north before 
the pack begins its drift toward the south, 
Away back in 1827 Sir Edward Parry 
pushed on northward over the pack at the 
rate of from 16 to 20 miles per day, but 
his equipage compelled him to break bia 
loads into parts and pass from five tasoven 
times over the same road, =" 

Other explorers, handicapped with old- 
time sledges and boats, have been com- 
polled a ad in the same slow man- 
ner, bot Mr, Wellman believes that with 
his light aluminium outtit retracing his 
stepa will bo unnecessary, and that every 
mile traveled will take him a mile further 
toward the pole, At the start the drift of 
the ice pack will not be against him, and 
When he returns later in the season it will 
assist him in his homeward journey, 

Mr, Wallman carries with him bis alu- 
minium boats and sledges—the first ever 
built in America—and tests have demon- 
strated that they are by far the lightest 
and atthe same time the very strongest 
boats and sledges of their size that the 
world has ever seen. The entire equip- 
ment of the party of fourteen will be about 
5,500 pounds, and as forty hardy draft 
dogs will assist in carrying it, the average 
weight per man and dog will be about 100 
pounds, 

One novel feature of Mr, Wellman’s 
scheme of exploration is that it is strictly a 
newspaper expedition (The Stereotype 
Plate Co., of Toronto, being the Ontario 
member of the syndicate), and if Mr. Well- 
man’s plans are carried out the world will 
be apprised of his progress toward the 
pole, athing that has never before been 
done in the case of any previous polar ex- 
podition. Members of his party will be 
sent back from time to time tothe edge of 
the ice pack with letters describing the 
progress of the expedition and the discoy- 
eries made by the explorers, At the edge 
of the ice pack the dispatches will be taken 
on board Mr. Wellman’s steamer, which 
will return to Norway, whence the world 
will receive the news. 

Whether Mr. Wellman’s dash for the 

le will be successful or not remains to 

seen, but if his novel plan is even partly 

carried out he will succeed in reaching a 

degree of latitude farther north than that 

reached by any previous explorer. With 

Wellman, Peary, Nansen and possibly 

Jackson in quest of the polo this: year, it 

seems highly probable that 1894 will mark 

the solution of the frozen north’s fascina- 
ting mystery.

How ex 
ultant they must havo folt when thoy read 
liu lottere to tho Romans, to the Corins 
thians, to the Galatians, to the phe: 
alana, to the Philippians, to the Colovsians, 
to the Thessalonians, to Pimothy, to Litua, 
to Philemon, to the Hobrows, aud when 
they heard how he walked out of prison 
with the earthquake unlooking the door 
for him, and took commind of the Alex 
andrian corn ship when tho sailors were 
noarly soared to death, and pronotiod a nor- 
mon that nearly shook Folix off his judg- 
ment-toat. TI hoar the men and women 
who helped him down through the window

Thore are sald to be abont alxty-nine 
thonsand ministers of religion in this coun:

‘The yeara fo. by, and the son has been 
ordained and is preaching the glorious 
Gospel, and @ great revival comes, and 
souls by scores and hundreds accopt the 
Gospel from the lips of that your preacher, 
and father and mother, ue old now, are 
yiniting theaon at the Village parsonage, 
and at the close of a Sabbath of mighty 
blessing, father and ‘mot! retire to their 
room, the son lighting the way and asking 
them {f he can do anything to make thom 
more comfortable, saying that if they want 
anything in the night ‘a to knock on the 
wall. And then all alone father and 
mother talk over the gracious influences of 
the day, and say: ‘‘Well, it was worth all 
we went through to educate that boy, It 
was a hard pull, but we held on till the 
work was done. ‘The world may not 
know it, but, mother, we held the rope, 
didn’t we?” And the voice, tremulous 
with joyful emotion, responds; ‘Yes, 
father, we held the rope, I feel my work 
is done. Now, Lord, lotteat Thou Thy 
servant depart in peace, for mine eyes haye 
seen Thy salyation.” ‘‘Pshaw,” says the 
father, ‘‘I never felt so much like living in 
my life as now, I want to seo what that 
fellow is going on todo, he has begun so 
well.” \ 

Ob, men and women here assembled, 
you brag sometimes how you have fought 
your way in the world, but I think there 
have been ziel tat influences that you have 
never fully acknowledged. Has thero not 
been some influence in your early or pres- 
ont home that the world cannot see? Doce 
there not reach to you from among the 
New England hills or from Western prair- 
ies, or from southern plantation, or from 
English or Scottish or Irish home, a cord 
of influence that has kept you right when 
you would have gone astray, and which, 
after you had made a crooked track, re 
called you?

A sailor finds them on 
the lookont as he takes his place, and finds 
them on the mast as he ciimbs the ratlinog 
to disentangle a rope in the tempest, and 
finds them awinging on the hammock when 
heturnsin. Why not be frank and aok- 
nowledge it—the most of us would long 
ago have been dashed to pieces had not 
gracious aud loving handa ‘steadily and 
jovingly and mightily held the rope. 

But thore must com time when we 
shall find out who these Damascenss were 
who lowered Paul in the basket, and greet 
them and all those who have rendered to 
God and the world tinrecognized and unre- 
corded services, That is golng to be one 
of the glad oxoitements of heayen—the 
hunting up and picking out of those who 
did great good on earth and got no credit 
for it, Here the Church has been going 
on nineteen centuries, and this is probab- 
ly the fret sermon ever recognizing the 
services of the people in that Damascus 
balcony. Charles G. Finney sald to a dy- 
ing Christian: ‘'Give my love to St, Paul 
when you meet him.” When yon and I 
meot him, as we will, I shall ask him to

The Avalanche That Swept Over the 


A new kind of dwolling house has been 
invented, It {x romarkable in many ways, 
being suitable for any climate, whether 
tropical or arctic, air and wator tight and 
as near disease.proof as any building can 
be made, It is warranted microbe-proof 
and should any stray diseaso producing 
germ through any nccident or oversight 
find ita way within the forbidden precincts, 
the conditions it finds there will be so ob 
noxious to its taste and feelings that it will 
immediately die of despair. The now 
kind of building is a Japanese invention. 
Dr. W. Van der Hayden, of Yokohama is 
its originator and builder, He bas con- 
structed one for his own use, and has lived 
in it for over a year, testing its good quali- 
ties before publishing to the warld any of 
{ts peculiarities, ‘he tests applied have 
beon so satisfactory in their results that 
the world is now informed of them. 

Glass is the chief article of construction 
inthe new building. Ita walls are con- 
structed of a serios of glass boxes filled 
with a solution of alum, ‘These boxes are 
formed of two panes of glass each four- 
tenths of an inch in thickness. The glass 
is fixed in iron frames sorowed together. 
The whole {is so constructed that the 
building will resist the influence of hoat, 
cold, shocks and earthquakes. Between 
tho joints of the iron framework felt is in- 
sorted and then the space is covered with 
boards. The roof is flat and is supported 
by cast-iron pillars, It, too, is glass, with

manner of killing animals for use will 
serve as a good illustration. The Old 
Testament specifies distinctly what kinds 
of animals may and what kinds may not 
be used for food, anc the same rule ap- 
plies to-day. The slaying of animals for 
food is an interesting process, This work 
is always performed by a rabbi,no oneelse 
being allowed to do so. The rabbi has to 
take a long course of training in order to 
become proficieut in this duty, and he then 
must pass a rigid examination *efore the 
chief rabbi before being allowed to dis- 
charge this important function, The 
whole process is based on the principles 
of mercy to the animals and of getting rid 
of allthe blood. In Leviticus xvi, 19 
and following verses the people of Israel 
are commanded in the most emphatic and 
solemn manner that they eat no blood, 
and dire punishment is pronounced against 
those who do. Itis therefore a matter of 
greac importance that in killing an animal 
all the bloed shall be extracted. Great 
care is also taken that no bruise or wound 
isipflicted, The slaying is done by the

MnoWhorrell was found guilty of the mur 
dor of Jamos Williams and sentenced to be 
hanged on Friday, Juno 1. Walker was 
found not guilty and remanded to jull to 
await his trial for the murder of Eliza 
Williams at the fall ansizes. 

Mr. Robinotte’s address to the jury in 
MaoWherrell's behalf,impreased upon them

the importance of the caso and assured 
them that he could point out weak spote in 
the crown's case that must clear his client 
and prove to them, if not his innocence, at 
Jeast that he was not guilty, The evidence 


was purely ciroumstantial. They had a 
clogs of evidence that was aclass in itself 
—the evidence of provincial and city police, 
It wan necessary that their testimony be 
watched, 

Their professional zeal often led them to 
provide missing links from a gifted imagi- 
nation. Their calling bred them to the 

-belief that a prisoner was guilty as soon as 

he was arrested. They examine every 
cironmstance that might prove guilt and 
they forbear from investigations that may 
lead to innocence, He pointed to their zeal- 
ous effort to find a cane that would fita 
knob which they knew had belonged to 
MacWherrell and their quick abandon of 
the connecting link when their proof was 
dispelled: They had been compelled to 
rely tipon the crown witnesses for theixde- 
fence, as they had none of thefr own. 

From the amount of blood which the 
crown proved was spattered about the 
cottage, they had not been able 
to prove that one «speck or iota 
of blood had been found on the suit of 
clothes they say MacWherrel wore. They 
had failed to trace the pipe to the prisoner. 
That was the disappearance of another 
theory. Of all the witnesses who identi- 
fied McWherrell’s going out that day not 
one said that he carried a stick, and the 
crown Witnesses proved that the stick be- 
longing tothe knob was not like the one 
picked up and of which thoy tried to fasten 
the ownership upon his client. The crown 
had laid great stress on connecting the 
prisoners with a purse, and they produced 
an old man named O'Hara, who saw the 
purse three years ago and swore it was 
Mrs, Williams’ pocketbook, They, produc- 
ed another witness, a lad, who said he had 
sewn the purse also in the same place, 
Walkér happened to sell a revelver and the 
crown proved that three or four years ago 
Williams had # revolver of ancient date, 
Where was the revolver? They didn’t 
produce it. It wasa weak attempt and 
showed the failure of the detectives to get 
any strong evidence, Policeman Cross’ 
evidence was not Worth the paper it was 
written upon, In regard to the statement 
of MacWherrell to the child, ‘' They say I 

i did it,” Counsel Robinette said, ‘If little 
things like that are the class of evidence 
that the crown has to produce, then this 
ebarge should never haye been gone on

with.” MnacWherrell had sold the horse, 
open and aboye board, and had not acted 
at oll like a man who had committed a 
crime, 

He characterized the investigations of

Mr, Robinette apoke for over two hours 
without interruption and concluded with 
an impressive appeal to the jury for a fair 
consideration of the detached chain of cir- 
cumstantial evidence that was just con- 
nected sufficiently to justify a weak sua- 
igion.

Thursday night; that presumably the same 
men were seon and identified as the 
prisoners driving along College strvot, Tu- 
ronto, and that the two appaared with the 
horse in Danforth road, Scarboro’, The 
fact that Walker had made no attempt to 
prove his whoreabonts during Thursday 
afternoon and evening was another pre- 
sumption of his guilt. In addition to this 
Walker stated that he mot MacWherrell 
on Thursday night in Fitzgerald's hotel 
and ho said that he had a horse to sell. 
If Walker was not with MacWherrell that 
afternoon, how did they meet so readily 
tho same night? In conclusion, he told 
the jury that it was their duty to give the 
prisonore the benefit of every doubt. Bat 
while they were to give them fair play 
they were to give them no more than fair 
play. 

At the conclusion of Chief Justice Fer- 
guson’s address at 6.80 p.m. the jury ro- 
tired, and aftor an hour and ten minutes 
deliberation returned a verdict of guilty 
ayainat MaoWherroll and notguilty against 
Walker, When Walker was taken back 
to jail under remand to the fall asaizes for 
the murder of Mrs. Williams, MacWhoerrell 
was asked by his Lordship if he had any- 
thing tosay why the sentence of the court 
should not be passed upon him. “Yes, 
your Honorg! replied MacWhorrell, ‘‘I'm 
not saying this with the hope of getting 
out. I want to show these people that I'm 
no coward.” He then went into 
resume of the case and traced his 
minutely from the time he left Toronto for 
the Williams’ homestead to obtain work 
until he returned to Toronto, He spoke 
for an hour and twenty minutes, and would

have continued speaking but his conn- 
nel told him to out it short, He protested 
his innocence and said: ‘'I never was in- 
side the Williams’ house, so help me God.”

The Times this morning says: ‘In Rdin- 
burg Lord Rosebery admitted that home 
rule for all immediate practical purposes 
was completely shelved, His own instincts 
are clearly imperial. His speech renders 
an early dissolution more probable than 
ever,” 

‘The Standard says: ‘Lord Rosebery was 
scared by his own utterances and the 
clamor of the Irish. He strove but failed 
to explain away his explicit statement in 
the House of Lords, It was a pitiful 
attempt to retract and was palpably in- 
sincere,” 

The Daily Chranicle saya: *‘'Lord

For thirty years he 
was the pinturesque cynic of Northern 
Italy, cursing his good health, delivering 
hilippics against longevity and aspirations 
‘or personal or dynastit glory, at times 
launching pessimistic pamphlets on qnes- 
tions of the day, and again sending forth 
a scoff and a jeer at liberal movements in 
government which he assumed to be sim- 
ply the shams of kings and the shoddies of 
statesmanship. 

Louis Kossuth was born in Hungaryi n 
1802. His parents wore poor, but of noble 
rank. Choosing the legal profession, 
Kossuth studied law at the Protestant 
college of Sarogpatak, In 1832 he began 
his political career at the Diet of Pressburg, 


to the oppressive character of the press 
laws, was not printed, but trauscribed and 
circulated. The French revolution of 
1848 was ao stimulus to Kossuth; 
it led him to demand an  in- 
dependent government for Hungary, 
and constitutional government in the 
Austrian hereditary territories. The Hun- 
garian revolation and the insurrection im 


1 Vienna in 1848 are ascribed to tho effect of 
| his speeches, When the ministry was 


dissolved Kossuth was placed at the head 
of the Committee of National Defense ; as 
such he prosecuted with energy the 
measures necessary for carrying on the 
war against Austria. 

In 1853 the National Assembly declared 
the independence of Hungary, and that 
the Hapsburg dynasty had forfeited the 
throne. Kossuth was then appointed 
Prorvisional Governor of Hungary. He 
was beset with difficnities, as a Russian 
army came to assist the Austrian cause. 
He resigned hisdictatorship, and when the 
Hungarian patriota were defeated at Tem- 
eavar in Auguat, 1849, Kossuth fled into 
Turkey, where he was held a prisoner 
until 1851, when he was liberated and 


; sailed for England. 


In December, 1851, he cameto America, 
where he was enthusiastically received. 
In June, 1852, he returned to England, re- 
siding there until the Italian war against 
Austria broke out, when, at the invitation 
of King Victor Emmanuel, he settled in 
Torin, Italy, where he has liyed for the 
past thirty years, 

Kossuth has always refused to be recon- 
ciled to the dual arrangement of the Aus- 
tro-Hungarian empire, He wanted Hun- 
gary to bo what he fought for in 1848-9, 
perfectly independent. |

tice. Mr. Harcourt also took charge of 
the Educational Department during the 
absence of Hon, G. W. Ross in England, 
atask of which he acquitted himself in 
his thorough and conscientious way.

‘Three Men Have a Struggle for Life

at Kemptyille Village, a 


KempPrvinie, Ont,, Mavoh 27.—A fatal 
accident occurred in this village youterday, 
Nearly every spring portion of the dain 
acrows the river is carriod away by tho 
freahot nnd this season was no exception, 
and it was attended with very vad rosulta. 

Four men were on « plank replacing a 
ntop-log when the plank gave way and 
they were all thrown into the swiftly 
running water below. Tho party com 
sisted of John M, Harding, the proprictor 
of the griat mill, Kdward Jones, an aged 
carpenter, Henry Raney tho electrician, 
and Wim, Ralph. The letter being on 
the outer side jumped for the abutinont 
and was saved while the others wore 
carried down the flume and finally wore 
entangled in s mass of lodged timber, 
lumber, eto. In # very few minutes hun- 
dreds arrived to lond » helping hand, but 
it seomed almoat impossible to reach them 
and it looked like running into death to 
venture on the timbers to endeayor to 
reaoue them. 

Several mon mounted the troasherous 
looking timber and rescued two of the 
mon, Raney, who wau the firat to be 
takon out of the cold water, was uncon- 
scious, and immediately was taken into 
the house of James Hayan, whero he was 
attended to, Mr, Harding's position was 
ayory bad one, He was clinging to a 
flume log with one hand while his feet 
were fast in the timbors under the water, 
His pleadings for help were hoeart-rend- 
ing to the mass of eyo-witnesses who could 
do nothing. Finally two men climed out 
on the flume log to where tho victim was 

inioned. ‘They labored desperately for a 
long time but made no headway. A rope 
wasthrown from the shore which was 
placed around the body, Harding's 
strength gave ont and he fall helpless into 
the water. It was several minutes later 
before he was finally extricated and taken 
1 toshore. A doctor was in attendance, 
and it was only by his most earnest efforts 
that his life was saved. 

In the meantime the body of Jones was 
obuorved under the timber which had held 
him fast to the bottom of the flume. After 
the removal of the timber the body was 
taken ont, but life was extinct, 

The deceased was a brother of the late 
Francis Jones, P.L.S., and at one time 
represented this county in the Dominion 
Parliament. He was about 70 years of 
age.

REPLYING. TO FOSTER 


Sir Richard Cartwright Makes « Tell- 


ing Speech in the Commons, 


THE NEW TARIFF CRITICIZED. 


Mr, Foster's Speech Was = Long Apology 
to the Manafacturers—Some Lin- 
portant Questions on Which 
the Government Did Not 
Disclose Its Polloy. 


Orrawa, March 29,—The House quietly 
got to work yesterday on the budget 
debate, which will be continued from day 
to day till finished, 

Sir Richard Cartwri 
gixing for the length of time he would oo 
cupy in replying to the speoch of the Hon. 
Mr, Foster, He said that {in the firet and 
last halves of the Financo Minister's spoooh 
there were inconsistencies. The spirit of 
protection ran through all the speoch, 
though the much-lauded National Policy 
was mangled and ‘slaughtorod, Ho rofor- 
red facetiously to the inception of the N. 
P,, making many humorous references 
and causing considerable morriment. Hoe 
continued in « semi-sarcastio vein for a 
time and went on to quote from a former 
speech of Dalton MoCarthy, in which that 
gentleman said the Conservative party 
wore proteotionistse only because Mr. Mac- 
kenzie was a froo trader, and he said he 
had the word of Mr. Mackenzie that Sir 
Charles Tupper had said he was prepared 
With a free traile speech in case the Mac- 
kenzle Government had proposed any in- 
crease in tho tariff. 

He piso icra Sir John Macdonald as 
having said that a revenue tariff was tho 
proper tariff for Canada. After # passing 
reference to the “exodus” he took up the 
question of deficits, concerning which he 
said there were more under the regime of 
Sir John Macdonald than onder any other 
premier, These deficits, ho claimed, were 
the result of Sir John’s own acts, but Mr, 
Mackenzie's were caused as a result of the 
acts of their predecessors. Moreover he 
claimed that the Dominion is now in dan- 
ger of a deficit before it is eighteen months 
older. He next took exception to the 
statement of the Finance Minister, that 
there cannot exist a revenue tariff without 
incidental protection; and in proof of this 
he cited the. English tariff, which he 
claimed was for revenue and gave noin- 
cidental protection. 

Mr, MoNeil questioned this statement, 
citing the case of whiskey as an article on 
which there is incidental protection to the 
British manufactures, 

Sir Richard went on to speak of the 


National Policy, during the existence of ; 


which heclaimed the national debt has 
been greatly increased, while the value of 
land has decreased; and of the males born 
in Canada one in three are to be found in

the United States. He went into figures 
on the point of the ‘‘exodus,” dwelling at 
length on the unrest and discontent, which, 
he said, prevails in Canada to-day. He 
arraigned the Government for falsehood, 
for the franchise bill and for the repre- 
sentation act, and passed on to revert to 
the taxes levied under the National Policy, 
which he said fell most heavily on the 
shoulders of the poorman. He said the 
efforts to colonize the Northwest had been 
a total failure, taking into account the 
large aviount of money spent and the 
natural resources of that section. He re- 
ferred to the reduction in price of farm 
products. 

In reference to the savings banks de- 
baie he said that, while they were evi- 
jonces of thrift, they did not represent the 
amount that was lost by the depreciation 
of farm yaluea, He agreed with the 
Finance Minister that Canada had success- 
fully weathered the financial storm that 
had wrecked so many’ concerns in the 
United States, but this he attribnted to 
the excellence of the Canadian banking 
system. Taking up the question of reci- 


procity, he advocated the broadest men- | 


sure and accused the Government of deal- 
ing with the United States iu a narrow 
spirit, though it does not appear to know 
its own mind and will not say what it is 
prepared to do. 

In regard to tho tariff changes, he said 
the Government were taking a leap in the 
dark and did not know where they were 
going toland. He described the speech of 
the Finance Minister as one long apology 
to the manufacturers, There is an utter 
absence of any guiding principle in the 
tariff. It is a tariff of makeshifts and has 
no element of stability in it. He said that 
it looks straight to Washington and from 
first to last discriminates against Great 
Britain. Unlessan accident happens the 
country is drifting into a deficit, He re- 
calléd the speeches that had been made by 
Conservative leaders prior to the adoption 
of the N. P. and proceeded to take up the 
point of the French treaty concerning 
which, he said, the intentions of the Goy- 
éroment should be made known, 

He complained that the Finance Minister 
had not made any mention of the intention 
of Government in regard to the proposed 
fast service across the Atlantic. He also 
felt that the policy of the Goyernmont on 
the temperance question should have been 
announced. He argued at length that 
Canada, to attract Europeans, should be 
made a cheap country to live in, and pro- 
ceeded to speak of the papers that support 
the Government as @ “‘subsidized press,” 
after which he took up the point that the 
evidence of business men given before the 
customs authorities should have been 
given in public, The onus of proof, he 
claimed, rested on those who claimed pro- 
tection from the Government, Hoe cited 
the Government as sleeping partne 
“red parlor,” after which he proceeded to 
argue that protection was worse in Canada 
than in the United States, because of the 
greater area and diverdity of climates of 
the latter country. A prohibitive tariff, 
ho said, would do less damage to the States 
than o protective tariff to Canada.

He declared the United States to be the 
boot market for Canada, and no substan- 
tial progress could be attained by Canada, 
particularly the Northwest and the Mari 
time provinces, till free access is had to 
the markets of the States. He held that 
the manufactures of Canada should be 
enabled to produce cheaply 

Sir Richard next turned his attention to 
the question of free trade from the stand” 
point of the farmer, upon whoue prosperity 
depends the prosperity of the whole 
country. Hoe then criticized in detail the 
changes in the tariff, declaring that the 
Government bad caqged a maximum of 
disturbance with a minimum of relief 
from taxation, He concluded by moving 
the following amendment; 

“That all the words after ‘that’ be 
struck out and the following inserted in 
place thereof: While recognizing im the 
reductions proposed an admission to that 
extent of the evils inflicted upon the people 
by tho system of high protective duties 
this House is nevortheloss of the opinion 
that the amendments suggested bein, 
based upon the principle of protection an 
not solely upon the requirements of public 
service are inadequate to afford satisfac: 
tory relief from the burdens of excessive 
and unfair taxation. * 

“ That the highest interests of Canada 
demand the adoption of « sound fiscal 
policy which, while not doing injustice to 
any class, will promote domestic and 
foreign trade and hasten the return of 
prosperity to our people. 

‘' That to that end the tariff should be 
reduced to the needs of honest, eoonomical 
and efficient government, shonld have 
eliminated from it the principle of pro- 
tection to particular industries at the ex- 
Berea ot the community atlarge,and should 

© imposed for revenue only, 

‘*That it should be so adjusted as to 
make free, or bear as lightly as possible, 
upon the necessaries of life, and to pro- 
mote freer trade with the whole world, 

particularly with Great Britain and the 
nited States,” 

Hon. Mr. Haggart replied, He spoke of 
the speech of Sir Richard Cartwright as an 
effort to talk around the subject, not at- 
tempting to deal with the tariff resolutions 
asintrodyced by the Finance Minister. 
He challenged the Opposition to show 
wherein the expenditure of the country 
could be reduced. He denied that the 
Conservative party was corrupt, and said 
that the contributions from manufacturers 
Were not sufficient to pay for the printing 
of the pamphlets sent ont to the electors, 
He oharged that the boot was on the other 
leg, quoting from a speech delivered by 
Sir Richard Cartwright in Napanee in 1873 
to show that he had frankly acknowledged 
that he purchased the constituency. He 
also quoted from Edward Blake to show 
that a protective tariff was a necessity for 
several years in this country. He (the 
speaker) did not see how taxes could be 
levied except in such a way as to afford 
incidental production to the manufacturers. 
‘That is the policy of the present tariff. 

Pains have been taken to consult with 
the representatives of varioné interests 
and to gain the views of the people. He 
argued at some length that the protection 
afforded to manufacturers does not in- 
crease the price of goods to the consumer, 
especially mentioning the case of cotton 
and woollen goods. He quoted to 
show that sugar is cheaper in Montreal 
than in New York and claimed that com- 
petition keeps down prices hére and that 
the manufaturors are not making éxcessive 
profits in Canada, 

Mr. Patterson 
claimed any intention of crying “*blue 
ruin” as he believed the country enjoyed 
a cortain degree of prosperity, but not such 
as it should, situated as it is and 
ing the resources that it does. He quoted 
Sir John Macdonald as to the development 
that might be expected in the Northwest, 
which, he said, had not been such as had 
been prophesied. Mr. Patterson took up 
in detail the various points touched upon 
by Hon. Mr, Haggart and proceeded to 
argue in favor of a tariff for revenue rather 
than for protective purposes. He claimed 
that the taxation per head is greater now 
than in 1878, when the Mackenzie Govern- 
ment was in power,

No one buta true 
poetcoulthave written these lines:“Time's 
a taper—Sbut the door”: here are halfa 
dozen worda that tell the whole story, and 
are, in themselves, a finished poem. 

“Summer Moods” is a little gem that

Charges Agalost Dr. Bryce. 

Dr. Ryerson moved for a return of 
copies of all documents in connection with 
the charges of G, A. Dorian against Dr, P. 
H. Bryce, secretary of the Provincial 
Board of Health, with a copy of the oyi- 
dence adduced, and the finding of the 
commissioners, Dr, Ryerson read corres- 

ndence that had taken place on the snb- 
foot of the Dorian charges. On July 19, 
1893, Mr. Dorian wrote to Hon. Mr, Har- 
court stating that charges of dishonesty in 
various transactions against Dr, Bryce 
had been made to Hon, A. M. Ross, and 
in 1887 to Hon. Charles Drury, yet he 
understood they had never been brought 
before council. On July 22 Mr. Dorian 
received a reply from Hon. Mr. Harcourt 
declaring that he had not previously 
heard of the matter alluded to, nor was 
he previously aware that Dorian had 
made any charges against Dr. 
Bryce. The same day Mr. Dorian 
replied, pointing out that he did 
mot say Mr. Harcourt personally 
knew of the charges, but that Messrs Ross 
ahd Drury did. On the 20th July the Pro- 
vincial Treasurer requested to be sent tlie 
charges in a specific way. promising that 
he would have them thoroughly looked 
into. Dr, Ryerson pointed out that the 
matter drifted along until October before 
any action was taken by the Provincial 
Treasurer, although the charges were 
made so long ago as 1886. The com- 
mission appointed to investigate the 
charges, he went on to observe, consisted 
of Mr. Floming, inapector of, legal offices, 
and Dr, Rae. The first named gentleman 
was a public officer, dependant upon the 
good will of the Administration for his 
means of livelihood, and it was therefore 
hardly likely to be expected that he would 
be absolutely independent and non 
partizan, As ir. Rae, the speaker 
read a letter written by Dr. Bryce to the 
former, tending to show that considerable 
intimacy existed between the two medical 
gentlemen. 

Hon. Mr, Harcourt ssid he was quite 
willing to have tho charges enquired-into 
by the Public Accounts Committee. It 
was Mr, Dorian’s own suggestion that Mr. 
Fleming should be appointed on the com- 
mittee of investigation, <

Imprisonment for Contempt. 

Mr, White (Esséx) moved the second
